The first annual statement of the city Fire 


Department makes an exhibit fully as creditable 
us any of the other reports caliud forth by tho 
Mayor's circular. The forco connists of one chief 
engineer aad nine assistant engineers, and fivo 
hundred and eighty-four company officers and 
men. The apparatus in actual use consists of 
thirty-seven steamers, with tenders and hose 
complete, and Ut'leea hook aud ladder trucks, 
fully equipped. 
Thu number-of fires ocsur- 


ring during the period bctiveeu April, 1870, 
and April, IS71, wera one thousand one hun- 
dred and five, and the aggregate losses thereby 
amounted to two millions three hundred and 
eighty-nine (hoasaiid dollurd. This is a more 
encouraging exhibit than we have had from 
the .Fire Department for many years, the ave- 
rage losses during the old tiuius, when the vol- 
unteer "fire laddies" were tho city's solo 
dependence, amounting to about eight or nine 
millions a year, and hi previous years, even 
with the paid department, the aggregate has 
never been BO small as it is now. The incom- 
parable superiority of the steamer system 
over the old hand engine mode, and of the 
paid over the volunteer department, of course, 
reveal the main canscs of this great improve- 
ment. But it would be unjust not to commend 
highly the admirable discipline that pervades 
the force at present, and which is seen by the 
remarkable promptness with which the men. 
"turn out," armed aud equipped, at the first 
alarm.

cheap cabs into this city. The want of some 
vehicle in a measure private, while being in 
tlie highest degrop a public convenience, is a 
necessity too kmo; felt to warrant anything 
but a kind reception for any plan w'ueh prom- 
ises, however remote-ly, to supply the de- 
ficiency in our city travelling accommodations. 
Other cities, even in this hemisphere, are well 
supplied with cheap cabs. Havana, with a 
population, permanent aud transient, not one-' 
lifih as great aa the population of New- 
York, has a cab system which enables pas- 
sengers to rida from one end of the city to 
tho other at a cost of only twenty cents. 
Two 


or throe persons may ride at a time in one of 
these cheap carriages, so that the cost is oilea 
not much greater than the fare for the same, 
number of persons in one of oar street cars. 
Ono dollar an hour is the rate for travelling 
other than from one point to another. 
Tha 


same features, we understand, ara to be intro- 
duced hera ; but we have not yet heard what 
tho charges are to be for single drives from 
point to point. We hope some scale of prices 
may be fixed upon that will be remuneratira 
to the company and yet not too severe a tax 
upon the community. If this can ba done tha- 
enterprise ought to succeed, and we believe 
in its success, with the necessary foresight 
aud under proper safeguards. 


As matters uow stand it is almost impossi- 


ble to get from river to river, aud crosstowa 
journeys are even more dreaded than uptown, 
trips on the street cars. One cannot lake a 
carriage in Broadway to go even a limited dis- 
tance except at an exorbitant charge. For * 
drive from a downtown hotel through Oi» 
Central Park it is customary to demand eight 
and tea dollars; for shorter journeys, almost 
anything which hackmen choose to ask. This 
state, of things has lasted so long that we 
began to despair of any better mode of public 
conveyance than the street cars; but a cheap 
cab system in a great city like New York is BO 
feasible that its success ought uaror to have 
been a matter of donbt. 


There are some things in the cabs it is 


purposed to introduce in this city which at' 
first blush do not commend the vehicles. 
Four-seated carriages for general and publis 
use are only too likely to prove a general an4, 
public nuisance. 
They musb be found too- 


large and too unwieldy for onr crowded 
streets. If they are intended to carry other 
than single passengers or to exact more than, 
one fare from the passengers—in other words, 
if strangers are to be crowded into them an<£ 
one carried here and one there—Smith being: 
compelled to accompany Jonos home before 
he can go home himself, while a third pas- 
senger has an opportunity to pick both, 
thoir pockets in the meantime—most people* 
will prefer to remain out of them. A cheap- 
cab system means that tho cab is to bo nt the 
absolute disposal of tlie person ordering it for 
the journey, or for tho time during which he 
engages it 
On this basis only can any system 


succeed, and in consequence tho lighter the 
Tehicles aro made, so far as their constrnetioa 
is concerned, the more likely they will be to 
meet tho long-felt public want.
